whenever he wanted to obtain suything for
Prussin, I8 he reslly so thoronghgoing a Ger-
man? By vo moans, There has always poeen
more specific Prussipnism in him than 1o a
hundred other Prussinos put logotner, What
he cannot now openly make knowa &) & minister
and diplomatist, he onten ard unreservedly
exprosged in 1840 ns a depoty—namely, his utter
contemp! for the wepirntions townrds German
unity., Pricsanism  alone, he ueed to =ay ia
those days, “had suved the Siate,” The army I8
inspired, ‘not by German but by Prussian
enthusinam " He had “‘never heard 8 Prissian
soldier sing the German national bymn"” ““We
are Prussisng, nnd Prosginng we wish to remain,”
he exclmmed in conclugion: and on anotper
oceasion he vented his abuse on the triccolor,
“the oolors of insurrection,” which are worn
only hy the democrat and the “rezretfully obe-
dient soldwer.” (The Prossian army wore at
that time, ns wo bhave already remarced, the
German cocknde by the side of the Prossinn,)

How eagerly wonld Count Blsmark now order l

the Prussian soldier, however ‘“‘regreifully
obedient.” to wear the German cockade next w
the Prussian, not only on his helmet, but in
every possible part of Lis unitorm! and how
giadly would he uliow German flags to wavs
over all the Prosaan Government buildings—
although he onece in Erturt looked upon the
presence of these flags as “a movrnful sign of
the times"—i1 he only could thereby lure the
arma and the heart of Germany into his camp !

The struegle tor SBchleswie- Holstein, which he
had censured as n “petty act of revolution, and
an uttack on Denmark's written rights,” he
afterwards curried on on bis own account, not-
withstanding these same rights and the remon-
strauces of Europe, Austring, whom he veue-
rated as the “best federnl ally of Prossin,” and
the representative of the ‘“‘ancient power ol
Germany,” he now attacks with all the military
toroe a;{m- commund, in order to drive her out
of Germany. With Italy, the ofspring ol revo-
lutton, who has turned ual'-a-doken of divine:
righted soverelgns out of doors, he is now in
clo-e¢ allance: and atter having for lourteen
years deelnred himselt the arcl-entmy of all
revolutionists, he now regards Garibaldi, the
one of all men that most deserves to be ealled
the represeutative of the revolutionary prinei-
ple, as the most wortby of his allies! Fionlly,
the Frankfort Parhamient, which he has ridi
culed, and umiversal suffrage, which he had
stigmatized ag destructive ol all order and law,
are now both appealed to by Count Dismark
under Lthe irresistible pressurce of the momaont.

Notwithstanding this, he s anything put
vacillating and changeuble,  Unprineipled in
the choice ol his means, he 18 unshaken in his
conviction that the power of Prussin must
dechne if ghe does not wmerehge her territory 1n
Germany by main force.  This convietion I8 the
sum ftotul ol his politiesl rehgion. On this
point he 18, with all his frivolity, u true tanatio:
and for this object he Is ready 1o make any
sacrifice and brave every danger,

I8 WIT AX D INPUDENCE IN DREBATE,

Wir and readiness in reply was never wianting
in Count bismark. It true that his wit
trenched but too olten on impudence (be Lias
become much wore moderate and polished
since he hus been a maister), and wis in =rk-
ing Incongruity with ihe earnestness of the
deoates and the awenity of Parlinment: but he
‘wus always remarkable for Lis sharp and subtie
logie, which, when he atterwards became am-
bassador to the Diet, obtuined him a permnnent
reputation among the southern Cermans, These
qualities, however, produced no impression on
the Berliners, for the siumple reason that they
themselves are more witty, argumentutive, and,
we may add, impudent than the inhabitants of
any other German capital, The true Berliner
hag no venuration for aoything—opot even for
God Almighty. or the learning of the lnie Alex-
ander von Humboldt; and Bismark, who in this
point is & thorough Derliner, was not to be put
down by the Munteuitel ministry or the presi-
deut's bell, Tn the year 1851 alone he was called
to order more frequently than the Speaker of
the House ot Commons ha= tound it necossary
to do in ten sessions twogether, This, bowever,

leved him but little: ne dened the president,

is bell, the prateste of the House, and the oppo-
sitton of public spinion alike.

In the same vear 1851 he came forward as
Lthe advocate of the old system of close trading.
Agmin going buck to the middle ages, Le londly
expressed 8 wish—scarcely conceivable if we
consider the progress which bas been made
)ohtical economy during the present century—
hat every trade sbhould Hmit the number of s
upprentices, and be empowered by law 1o fix
a price for ench quality of the zoods it sells.
This he beld to be the only mode of protecting
the working elusses agamnst the oppression of
capitalista,

One of the chief subjects of discussion in that
year was the establishment of the right o the
Chamber to vote the supplies; and during the
debutes on this pont iv was Bemark who, by
his contemptluous and g gressive conduct, gave
rifg some scenes of extruordinary agiation,
He denited, as he afrverwards did when he became
4 winister, that the Houge could claim this
riend, which is the surest guarantee of its
existence, and its most powerlul detense ngainst
gny unconstitutional attack from the otlner
estales ol the renlm. Whoen he was relerted to
the Constitution which the King had <worn to
préserve, he reptied in hi= usual trivolous nnd
of-hand way that he dud not see why all that
relatesto the Constitution should be surroundea
wilth & sortof halo, and every joke upon it ne
regaided a8 a desecration, He nimsell had
sworn, eaid he, t5> the Constitution—nor (o the
existing ove only, but also o any tuture Con-
stitutvon, with all it amendments, He would
therafore trent with utter contempr the mghteous
anger ol the liberals at his turnmine the Consti-
tution into ridicule,

His diplomatic life dates from the summer of
the year 1861, Woat high influence ennbled hiim
to muke such rapid progress—unprecedented in
the Prussian service—in the career ot diplo
macy 18 to this day a mystery. No doubt his
speeches in iuvor of the crown and the pobilicy
haa geiped for bim powerlul proteciors sinong
the latter, aud attracted the avtenton of the
EKing, The latter, 1t 18 true, detested frivolous
persons' jokes, and Bismark bas hardly anything
in hie chiaracter with which the King sympa-
thived; but he could not help fveiing an Interes:
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in the man who, in this age of ireethinkl g, |

had dared to spesk of the divine and inviolible
rights of the crown, and rigse to fanaivcism in
b(l-,haul ol a Prussian House of Peers. A third
motive, however, perhaps intfluenced the King
in hig fevor even more than the other two-n
very instgnificant one, no doubt, which has
pasged upobsaryed by thousands, and was hardly
worth observing. It was that Herr von Bismar
allowed no opportunity Lo pass of showing bhim-
sclf in the unitorm of an oftficer of the Landwehr,
which he knew how to wear with grace snd
dignity. Prossan kings respect people who do
this under all circumatances, The wenring ol a
unitorm has become s luw of nature at vhe Pros-
sian coorr, like the actg of breaching and diges-
tion. The Prusaian princes have an eraption of
epauleties o their youth s regularly as ordi-
nsry children have the mensles or cut their
teeth, And i'it has been smd of soverelgns in
the tune of Hohenstaufen, that they used to take
their crowns to bed with them, one can hurdly
think of n Prussian king going to sleep without
his helmet—pot & very comfortable nightesp
indeed; but the Holhenzollerns are a warhike
race, and warlike are thelr traditions,

The predilection of Herr von Bismark lor aps
pearivg in the Landwehr uniform, and the mili
tary sir with which he wore i, must, ns we
have remarged—together with his conduct as a
deputy—hnve greatly contributed to obta'n for
him a fuvorable receplion st court, He tried
hazd for a post in the olvil serviee which shiould
geoure him rapid promotion snd & detout income,
and when he was offered w diplomatic appoint-
ment, he aceepted it.  Without being required
1o pass the prescribed examination, he was sent
as lirst secretary of legntion, with the (itle of
Privy Coungillor of Leeation, to 1he Prussinn
embassy at Frankfort, 10 this rupid promotion,
this passing over all the lower ranks, sttracted
general sttention, how great was the surprise
when three months later he weus appointed sw-
bassador to the Bund! This suddem Vit fora
simple country gentleman was unprecedented
in thennnals ol Prussian bureauorsoy.

1R TUHRNS AGAINET AUSTRIA,

Connt Rochberg was at that time the nmbas-
sndor of Austrin to the Buond, aad therelore
president of the Federal Diet. While all Lbe
smalier diplomatio stars that reévolved roun
fhis siatesmun imitated bis stiidness and for-
mnllly. Herr von Bismark appoared in all his
nitural impulsveness, nvited journalists and
otlier nntitled people to his solrees, and theraby
provoked the mnger of his colleagues, while
galniong n cortain popularity among the people
of Franktort,

He hnd long given up that venerstion, or, ns
he ones him=ell expressed It. “'ndoration for
Austria, which he had inbibed with his mother's
milk.” This feeling had been replaced by the
convietion that Prussin conld not foltl its ns.
sion 1n Germany until Austrin was driven out of
the Dund, He had already had long conversa-
tions on this subject with several leaders of the
opposition, including Herr von Unrali, and his
diplomatic aciion at Frankfort did indeed
chiefly consist 1n offering hostile oppasition 1o
Austria on every pessible oceasion. He was the
Inst man to be awed by the tifl bearing of Count
Recbh bere, and the scenes he had with him were
pot less piquant. fn their way than his former
encounters with Herr von Vincke aud Cound
Sohwerin, and his more recent ones with Gra-
bow, Virchow, sad Herr von Bokum-Dollls,
With Herr von Vincke he had sirendy bhad o
duel, whioh, however, was followed by no serl
ous resultg, although Bismark is an excellent
sliot, while Von Vineke, belng shori-sighied, is
but moderately vorsed in the art ot dusclling.

insultid by him that & chullonge seemed to be
inevitahic.

He thus, s we have observed. continually
opposed Austrisn governmont, until al lonsth
s complnints, and a too marked lesning ot his
towards Fraopce, wihieh was 1 regarded at
Berlin, led the Kine to recall him wom Frank-
fort, aud send nm as Ambassador oo St Peters.
burg. On armving st the Rossian capital he
tound that it was the lagt tazhion among the
uristooracy 1o have mottocd on thelr earriages,
Immedtely e ordered the mobtio nilello, a
sort o1 Russian nd! admaicd, o be paioted on

his own carringe, and thus made s debut in
high sociery, The difference of ong or two
degrees of latitnde had ovidently hod po info-

ernee on his nonchatand demeanor,
of the north had not sueceaded in

At St. Petersburg he interruptedly busied
himsell with hig pluns for the agerandizement
ol Prusein, and strove to obtam avceprauce for
them in the wost influentual civeles.

Prussinat the same time supporting her demands
by mlitary demonstirations: and if the German
Federal State, with 118 parlinment, were then
estubhished, the Frussian Constitution, together
with that of the otuer Btates, woula be at once
abolished, the Franktort Parlinment would be
dispersed, saud an abrolubisgregime energetically
entered upom.” The King snubbed him shurply,
and even addressed to some German monarchs
new assnrances ol his irkendship, whereupon
Bismark calmly t1ollowed lum to Baden, and
pressed the snme on him again, This tiwe he
received o stinging personal rebuke, and re-
turned to 8t. Petersburg, where he was minis-
ter, only to reappear in Eiinrlln as first mnister
ol the crown, with all his fdeas unchanged or
strepethened by a second visitto Pars, this fime
a8 the ucereoited represcutative of the Prussian
court, Persisience o! this kind on the part of &
man who had no standging in his country—he
wis 4 poor squire of guctent Sclavonic birth,
but lattle property—very little esteemn with the
ofliclal world, and no coart tavor, shows the
Count to be In some megsure al all events un
idelogue, und one who honestle belleves that
he, sud be ouly, csn rule the situation. Such
tonacity i# weonsistent with the character for
recklessness whnich Dr, Schiesinger, in common
with the rest of the world, attributes to hym, or
rather the “recklessness” is merely the ontside
munifestation orf the tnner (xity ot will, Nothine
seems davgerons to o man absolutely convinesd
that lus judement is ecorrect; he has only to
apply his prineiples, and all will go well.

Mr. Schlesinger concludes his paper with these

The General of the Episcopal

n resolution sppointing a joint comunttee 1o
revise the hymuns ol the Chorch,  This collection
is o horrid mutilation of the beautitul Episcopal
Hymne, and deserves tpe reprobation of all
lovers of elther syntax or melody., The Nation
contalins an admirable review ol its werits:—

First of the list stands the renowned ‘*Diss
Irwe,” It may startle some people 1o learn that
the “Great Hymn,” the tamous sequence of the
Romish burial service, hus its vizhteen stanzas
spread out 10 their tullest extent o this brief
a.dm‘:iun to the Protestant Episcopal Prayer-
Liook.

Yer we do not object to this; for, although the
YDied e will pot be used by congregiiions as
t hymu, still there will be great ocessions in
grent churches when ambitious choirs will dis-
Ijlu_v their talents on 1t and when toe peopls
wlow will need a copy ot the hymn as a
“hibretto.” But when such o hymmn s thas is to
be inserted in & book which will bring it to the
bomes of thouvsands, who will see no other
translation, then the very best, if possible the
slandard version alone, should be employed. The
Catholies have shown good sense pnd good taste
by selecting for the St Vineent Manual"
tne navsinnon of the Protestant Rose mmon,
Our compilers had three versions frow which te
choose, They wmight have tuken thot of Geaeral
Dix, which woula have been gratilying to the
loyal members of the Church ana a gracerul
vou phiment to so distingoished a lay member,
and would have seoured al=o to the Church the
best metrical ranslation ot the *“*Dies lrw," Or
they might have taken the British version ot
Dr. Irons, which would have had the advantage
of conforming the words ot the Prayer-Book to
the words and music ol the “*Hymual Noted,"
Or they might have taken the old, esiablisned,
una ever-to-be-admired travslation of Koscom-
mon, Whut have the compilers given to the
Church? Their version opens with three false
English rhymes:—

“Day ot wrath! that dav of mourning,
seo 1uifilled the prophet's waruing,
Heaven und enrth in g hes burniug.”

Exnmining it rurther, we tind that the body of
the hymn is the version of Dr. Irons, bul
nitered, patehed, and mutilated, Some of these
changes ure bad, wnd all are needless, The
only alteration which 12 justifinble is the change
of the Lat n *Jesu” to its Englsh form. Cor-
rections are otten worse thun the laults they
seek to remove, and the amount of the injury
cun never be measured by the umount of the
slweration. In the third stanza the compilers
linve but u part of the last line, in toe fitth they
chupge but a ringle word, Yet the latter is
worse than the tormer. This alteration tur-
m=hes an instance of the mudness of tinkering.
The stanza in the original reters to the last judg-
ment, and the translation ot Dy, lrons correctly
expresges that loen. Upon the day el judgment
i# to be brought the book of judgmend, and from
its record judament is to oe awurded, The com-
pllers chuoge “juagment” to “jostice” and make
nonsense of the verse,

The thirteenth stanzs is not by Dr, Irous, but
has been taken lrom the version ol General Dy,
Yeot, even when interpolating o soliury stanza
irom another suthor, the manin lor tinkering
could not be resisted. We quote it 1o illustrate
the needlessness and bad ste ol the pltera-
f1ons:-

GENERAL BIX,
“Thou to Mary gav'st remission,
Heard’st the dying el 8 petition,
Bad'st me hope in my contrisvon,”
THE HAHIL,

“Thou the harlot gay'st romission,
Heard'st the dving thuet’s petition ;
Hopoless olag wero my condition.”

The word which is substituted in the tirst line
is not lu the orloinal, and I8 pot i the Binle; it
8 needless, conrse, and repulsive; it does not
coninin & new (des, but repeats the old idea in
alow furin.  There are people who seem w sup-
pose that such words can be used with impunity,
#u long as it is religious composition inte which
they are stufled. It is time that this ml:‘)osuuon
be extinguisned, and poopie taught that low and
vulear words ueeillessly ysad remsin coarse and
vulgur whereyer placed or by whomsoeéver
spoken.

W hat, then, 'is the verslon of the great *“Dies
Iree.” which the joint committee nns placed in
the bymual of the Eplscopal Chureh, to stand
forever in her hook ot prayer, and to be said
and sung dally and hoprly by her children? It
mey be ansiyzed thus;—Six stanzas ute from
the version of Dr. Irons, tinkered: the thir-
teenth \s by General Dix, also tinkered; while
the three lalse rbymes of the lirst are ‘origina
with the joint commitive,

When a great name (s attachea to o hymn the
ordinary supposition s thut the hvmn was
wiitten by the owner of the name,. Thie suppo-
gition is almost groundless when applied to rhe
*Additional Hymps." For when the members
of the joint committee have ¢ xerclsed the extra.
ordinnry selt-deninl of not linkering an author's
lines, they still nuve been ununole to resier the
templation of transposing, inverting, aod re
arranging them,. The wedleval hymos are not
olusical Lutin, but many of their wanslations
are classical Epnglish, One would (hink that
tue moest ruthless committes would, st least,

It the joint com-
mittes had manufactored o hymn out of it, they
doutitless would Luve combined this aden wilh
their own, and then we shoula have had:—

“1The curtew tolls the kuell of dav,
The plopghman homoward plous his way,
The heras wind slowly o'er the lea,
Aud leave the world to you and me "

TLisis ridiculous: but there is one hymu Iy the
volicetion which, to many readers, will appear
little less than sacrilezious.  *““I'ne Celestial
Country,” ot Dr. Neale, trom the Latin o1 the
Monk of Oluni, 1 among the spiriiually lovely
poems ot the lnoguage, and has taken such u
strong hold upon relieious minds us lew works
in prose or poetry have ever done. When n
resder stombles upon o iymn taken (rom the
refreshing poem which lie loves, he brightens
ol the discovery, and congratuintes himecil that
bie favorite i 1o become Known io part to others,
But when he rends a little tarther and Goag thant

Alle-

reénd In sickness and m sorrow, which he may
have heard vepeated by the good, or which he
may have repeated to the dying, bave been
fished out and jumbled together as ehildron
“oup verses,” then =omething pses up within
bim which will never forgive or accept the bar
burism, Of sueh a churacter is the hymn
beginning, *For thes, ch dear, dedr country;"
and, bnd as the other mutilutions are, those of
thve hymn exceed belief. In * The Celestinl
Country™ are two pasgazes which, in their proper
place, are g0 spiritual, so exquisitely beanial,
that no reader ever passed them unnoticed. To
illustrate this, we quote the wwo stanzas pre-
eisely a8 they are proated in the *“*Seven Great
Hymns:—
tr¢Jeaus the Gem of Beauty,
True God and Man,' they sing,
The never-iafling Garden,
1 he ever-golden Riug;
The Door, the Pledeo, the Husband,
The Guardian of his Court.
The Day-star of sulyation,
The Porter and the Port!"

“I'houn hast no shore, fair ocean!
Ihow bnst no tme, bright day !
Doar Fountsin of Heireshment
To pilerims jar away !
Upon tho rock of ages
they raise thy hoy tower;
Thme s the vietor's laurel,
Aud thine the go den dower!"

From these stunzas the compilers have ex-
tracted the finest igure—have biteved it to o pas-
sage with whichit ha- no connection io thougbt,
or style, or eontiguity, and have reduced it to
mere rhyme and bad grammar, i the following
stunza:—

“Oh one, oh only mansion,
Uh paradise od jo .,
Where tears are ever bunishod,
Aud smuies have no aidoy ;
Thou hase no shercs, fair ovean,
Thou bart no nme, pright day,
Dear fonutain of roiresameont
Lo prignims far away.”

it even this is not all, The thirty-fourth
gtanza of “The Celestinl Country’ (we eite irom
the *“*Seyven Girent Hymns," in which alone b is
divided mto numbered stunzas), contains these
hues:— p

“Jernsnlem the glorious,
The ylory of the eicct,
O coar nua future vision
1 hat ecger hearts exopeot.”’
The forty-sccond stanza containg these:—
0 sweet and Wessed county,
shail | over seo thy tece?
O sweet and Wegsed country,
shall Lever win thy grace?'”

Will it be belleved that sueh remote and dis
conneeted lnes have been extracted and broughy
together thos t—

COh sweet and Ylersed country,
The home or God's elect !

Who art with tod the Father
And Spint ever blest.”

The lust four lines, it is to be observed, are not
o part of “The Celestuial Country,” but are the
work of some other autuor., Does sny otier
hymnal in the Enghsh lungnage posacss another
sich a specimen ol conglomernte us this unhappy
stun#a Y :

The leading and intelligent minds of the Epis
copal Church will not secept these mutilated
apd injored hymups. Tohey will torm a subject
ol controversy jnst so long as they remain in
the Prayer-Book. The originals are too well
known to suffer these spurioup coples to be
accopted or forgotten, And by the younger
members of the Churoh the battle will be re-
pewed §if a defeat be sutfervd now. Within tne
last two years there hns sprung up s wonderiul
interest in the=s old lyries of the medieval
Church. As that studv mereases, this subjece
will be recomsiuereo. The student who comes
back 1o his Praver-Book to find thut it is ialse Lo
the anthors who ennch 1ts pages, will seek to
purify it. The elergyman who kpows the eri
ginal hymn will never nthe: on bis congrezi-
tien the spurions copy. Time will right the
error, 4t the Church be not wise enpngh to righe
it now,
